, of Harrisburg, state geologist 
d an interesting story of the ge­ 
ology of Pennsylvania and its rela­ 
tion to the rest of the planet at 
the weekly luncheon meeting of the 
Rotary club at the Y. W. C. A. 
Monday evening. 
"Three factors in geology Imme­ 
diately Impress the layman and the 
student," the speaker said. "These 
are the immensity of tune as re­ 
corded In the rocks, 
the Infinite 
varttey of formations and rock con­ 
structions and the fact th at the 
earth as we know it today Is the 
product of 
the every-day. 
silent 
forces of nature " 
Was P art of Sea 
A thousand millions years ago 
more or less Dr Ashley continued 
Pennsylvania was part of the sea 
which later subsided, probably to 
the east." Sediment was then wash­ 
ed in over the land from the se* 
for several millions years, forming 
a certain kind of rock formation: 
contractive forces pushed up moun­ 
tains and hiila; rains, snows and 
frosts washed down the higher re­ 
gions to sea level and the process 
was again repeated," the speaker 
said. 
According to Dr. Ashley there are 
evidences of three such movements 
of the land and sea. extending over 
a long period of years. Historical 
geology begins with the end of the 
third 
of 
those 
movements, 
the 
speaker added, reckoning the time 
as many million years *»go. 
The speaker then told how va­ 
rious veins of rock in Pennsylvania 
may be traced to m any other sec­ 
tions of the United States and Can­ 
ada, indicating th at the gigantic 
movements of long ago were not 
local but world-wide. 
in the course of his remarks. Dr 
Ashley said Pennsylvania produces 
one-fourth of the cement manufac­ 
tured in the United States and one- 
tenth of that produced in the world

Penn­ 
sylvania also leads the world, he 
said.
